The  mounting,  in  gilded  bronze,  composed  of  rocailles,  flowers  and  leaves, 
consists  of  a  neck  piece  with  a  spout  and  a  carved  base  fastened  to  a  rounded 
handle.

At  the  feet  of  the  god  Term,  are  seated  three  couples  of  shepherds  and 
shepherdesses,  in  rich  costumes.  One  of  the  shepherds,  crowned  with  roses, 
has  passed  his  arm  round  the  neck  of  his  mistress,  and  holds  a  flute,  which  he 
is  teaching  her  to  play.

One  of  the  youths  has  drawn  a  fish  from  the  water  and  shows 
it  to  the  girl  beside  him.  Another  is  teasing  his  sleeping  mistress  with  a  straw. 
Two  little  girls  are  attaching  a  billet  doux  to  the  neck  of  a  dove.  On  the  other 
side  a  shepherdess  is  seated  and  is  watching  her  lover  who,  lying  along-side 
her,  is  teaching  her  to  play  the  (lute.  Here  and  there  in  the  picture  arc  sheep, 
a  kid,  a  dog,  some  children,  some  baskets  of  flowers,  and,  in  the  background, 
a  windmill.
